The Master Key 
There is a story told about Col 
Lindbergh after his flight te 


Europe which all of us might well 
take to heart these days when we 
ate trying to shape our policy by 
estimating and predicting the course 
of the war. The story, as I recall it, 
is ‘hat Col. Lnidbergh had crossed 
the coast of Ireland within two 
miles of the point which he had 
aimed at, and he was being con- 
gretulated for having accomplished 
what was in those days a marvel- 
our feat of navigation. He was said 
to have replied to his admirers: “To 
have come within twenty-five miles 
was navigation; to have come within 
two miles was navigation and good 
luck.” This story, which ought to be 
true even if jt is not, was more than 
an example of engaging modesty. It 
expresses the great human truth 
especially relevant to this war, that 
a man who Sails on the right course 
will proced towards his destination 
but just how exactly he will get 
there is not calculable in advance. 
The crucia! question for us is to 
learn to distinguish among all the 
navigators—that is to say. all the 
public men, the professional mili- 


tary men, and the experis—those 
who have thus far sailed a true 
course, have seen in essentials, not 


in every specific detail to be sure, 
the actual development of the war. 
And if we can distinguish the 
prophets from the mistaken proph- 
ets. we may even discover what it 
is that they understand about this 


war which the mistaken prophets | 


have not understood 


Let us pass by all the unhappy 
political prophets of the pre-war era 
—those who did not think there 
would be @ war, those who thought 
Hitler would fight Russia, and so 
forth and so forth. Let us consider 
only the important military prophe- 
cies which we now know were 
wrong. The first Allied strategy in 
the Chamberlain-Daladier phase of 
the war was based on the prophecy 
that Germany would be beaten by a 
defensive blockade.

Wintry waters of the Saskat- 
chewan river yielded two bodies 
at mid-afternoon Thursday as po- 
Hice and volunteers concluded a 
Search for the body of Bruce 
Deveney, 5, drowned Wednesday 
when playing with a companion 
near 93 street. 

Searchers also recovered the body 
of Lee Kee, 55, former Chinese 
laundry operator of Pence River 
The latter had disappeared from the 
Peace River rooms, 97 street, on 
October 24, after residing there for 
about four days. 


CAUGHT IN BOOMS 

Both bodies were located not far 
from the north shore of the river 
with the clothing caughi in booms 
formerly 
the river channel! 

Police statethat recovery of the 
child’s body was due largely to 
the untiring efforts of Dave and 
John Little, 9120 100 avenue; Wil- 
liam Davidson, 10009 87 street; 
Carl Tempas, 10027 92 street, and 
Andrew Livingstone. 

At almost the same time 
of the Deveney child was located 
Only a few feet separated the re- 
mains of the drowning victims 

With the assistance of a large 
squad of city police, under the com- 
mand of Serg.-Maj. Ale Riddell 
the bodies were brought to shore 

Body the Chinese

Deceased Chinese was wearing 
only a coat and trousers and the re- 
mains were in a state of advanced 
decomposition 

Identification of the man was 
made through a card folder con- 
taining safety matches found in a 
trouser pocket.

Police state that the Deveney boy 
was wearing heavy clothing and this 
fact probably caused him to sink 
more quickly than his companion 
There will be no inquests. 

Police had the bodies removed to 
funeral directors. That of the De- 
veney child was taken to Howard

Producers Benefit To Ex- 


tent Of $19,508,300 In 
Past Year 


Alberta's dairy products during 
1946 netted $19,508,300 for produc- 
ers, an inctease of $1,500,000 over 
the previous year, D. H. McCal- 
lum, provincial dairy commirsion- 
er, told delegates to the twenty- 
second annual convention of the 
Alberta Dairymen’s Association 
Fridey. 

Cheese production in the pro- 
vince during 1940 increased by 23) 
per cent, he said, and creamery 
butter production also showed an 
increase. | 


Eightyeight per cent of the! 
creamery butter in the province) 
graded “first grade”, and of that| 


grade 63.4 per cent scored 93 points | 
or over. 


ANNIVERSARY DATE 


Mr, McCallum reviewed the early 
history of the dairy industry in the 
province and recalled that this year 
marks the fiftieth anniversary of 
the first creamery in Alberta. This, | 
he said, was established by D. M 
Ratcliffe, at Big Hill Spring. No 
mention of this place can now be/| 
found in Waghorn’s Guide or other | 
reference books, but it is north of | 
Cochrane and west from Crossfield. 
The first cheese factory in the pro- | 
vince was established by Ebenezer | 
Healy in 1888 in the Springbank | © 
area west of Calgary. 

Greater production must be the 
objective of producers, makers and | 
manufacturers, stated Mr. McCal- 
lum. Increased production is a de- 
finite duty imposed on the industry 
by the war, and operators and 
manufacturers must be prepared to 
lend a helping hand to the produc- 
er in production increase efforts. 


DISTRIBUTION CENTRE | 

As a means to increase produc- 
tion Mr. McCallum suggested that 
creameries and cheese factories 
should consider the setting up of 4 
distribution centre for sale of for- 
age crop seed, as annual pastures 
appears to be the solution for the 
dry period August when the 
milk flow decreases rapidly on the 
ordinary neture pastures. 

He advocated also that the dup- 
lication in trucking should be 
carefully studied by ali operators | 
seeking the elimination of much 
of this costly service, and making | 
it possible to return a larger por- 
tion of the selling price of butter 
to the prroducer.

He referred to excellent show- 
ing made by Alberta butter at the 
leading Canadian exhibitions at 
which exhibits from the province 
captured 425 prizes or 46.5 of all 
the awards. This was the highest 
standing for any province in the 
Dominion, he stated. 

Cheese production jn the province 
during 1940 increased 23 per cent 
over 1939, he stated, and a marked 
improvement in quality was register- 
ed. The percentage of “First Grade” 
cheese showed an increase of 13.5 
per cent, with 441,692 pounds scoring 
93 points.
